On January 8th last., the League of Nations observed its eighth anni- 
ver ary, and although eight years is but as a fleeting Second in the life of the 
world, there is Interest and value in glancing back over that brief period and 
b eking to measure the usefulness of the League and In endeavoring to find 
an answer to the question whether it is worth while, and whether there is to 
be found in it:; brief history the seeds of permanence. 

The general opinion of the press of the world is that, while the Leaguo 
In; not accomplished all that was hoped for It, nor realized the extravagant 
hopt of its most enthusiastic supporters, neither have the doleful pro¬ 
phecies of the skeptics of 1020 been fulfilled. 

The League has not yet succeeded in making the world safe from the 
menacing shadow of future wars, although it has been instrumental In 
mediating at least six disputes, any one of which might have developed Into 
world war. On the other hand, it has confounded all the dire prophecies 
that It would quickly collapse iu a welter of quarrels and recriminations. In¬ 
stead, it stands stronger today than at any previous period in its short

“It has improved international intercourse, it has struck some effective 
blows at grave social evils, it has rescued some hundreds of thousands of 
men. women and children from captivity or starvation, It has done some¬ 
thin;; to restore the economic situation in Europe, it has succoured states 
fioumlering in a financial morass.” 

The League has yet to achieve its highest purpose, its greatest task, the 
attainment of a position which ought to destroy war. If it has, as yet, failed j 
in that, if disarmament is still a dream and war still a drca lful possibility. | 
the reason is not far to sock. The Loudon Daily Herald, Labor, states the 
position when it says: 

“The character of any association is derived from and determined by 
the character of its members. A thousand Quakers will not make an effec¬ 
tive infantry battalion, nor a thousand bookmakers an effective anti- 
t; ambling- society.

It is implied in the 
Covenant, and has been definitely expressed more than once in resolutions of 
th» Assembly to the effect that •aggressive’ war is an international crime.’ ’* 

The League of Nations' membership of forty or fifty nations includes all 
tin*, great nations of the world with the exception of Russia und the United 
Si rites. For eight years the leading statesmen of these nations have been 
enabling around the conference table and exchanging views with the ut- 
iosI frankness. They arc learning each others’ viewpoint. They nave

James Watt was not the Inventor of 
the steam engine, according to Prof. 

! Edward Neville de Costa Andrade, 
professor of physics In the Artillery 
College, Woolwich, who made this 
statement In a lecture at the Royal 
Institution on "Engines." 

Prof. Andrade said: "It Is often 
stated that James Watt (1736-181P) 
invented the steam engine, but this 
is quite untrue. More than 30 years 
before Watt was born both Savery 
(Captain Thomas Savery, military 
engineer) and Newcomen (Thomas 
Newcomen, English engineer) con¬ 
structed steam engines which 
actually used for pumping."

Australian Protestor's Research 
Work Will Last For Seven 
Years 

Already the leading country In. the 
world In wool production. Australia Is 
determined not only to maintain her 
hold on the world's wool market, but 
to tighten her grip. It Is computed 
that her sheep produce nn average of 
2 lb. per head more than those of any 
other country, and research that Is 
now being undertaken is expected to 
Increase the yield still furUier. 

Professor Brallsford Robertson of 
Adelaide University, who has been en¬ 
gaged for the last fourteen years in 
research work here and In the United 
States, in regard to the growth and 
nutrition of sliocp, Is In charge of the 
present research, which Is being car¬ 
ried out under the Inspiration and 
with the finances of the Federal Coun¬ 
cil of Scientific and Industrial Re¬ 
search. The work Is expected to last 
seven years. 

At the end of last year Professor 
Robertson began a nation wide in¬ 
vestigation Into matters affecting the 
nutrition of sheep and to acquaint 
himself with the problems encounter¬ 
ed by the Australian sheep breeders, 
he undertook a tour of the most Im¬ 
portant sheep areas. Tilts has enabled 
him to gain a preliminary knowledge 
of the type of problem which he and 
his assistants intend to meet. 

Laboratory work to be undertaken 
by tile professor and his research as¬ 
sistants is expected to yield results 
In a few years which would take or¬ 
dinary sheep breeders a life time of 
close study and observation to com¬ 
plete. 

"It is bound to be a costly work," 
says the professor, "but the expendi¬ 
ture is not worth considering in com¬ 
parison with the value of the results 
which will accrue for the whole of 
Australia from the discovery of even 
one principle of nutrition which pre¬ 
viously was not known.
